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Road 

upgrades 

favored

A potential five-year plan 
for road renewals in Romulus 
has been approved by the City 
Council, with Mayor Beverly 
McAnally and engineering of- 
ficials slated to draw up the 
plan. 

Robert W. McLachlan, who 
resides on Wild Fox Court, told 
McAnally and the council that 
he and other city homeowners 
would assist in selling any 
road millage program to the 
voters this fall or any other 
designated time. 

McLachlan attended the 
Monday night council session 
to complain about the city’s 
road conditions stating there 
was a critical need, even a des- 
perate need for road repairs. 

“As residents we are look- 
ing to work with you as our city 
leaders,” he promised. 

McLachlan said he had met 
earlier with McAnally, Coun- 
cilman Randy Gear and a city 
engineer in an attempt to get 
some action started on a road 
repair program. 

McLachlan said his neigh- 
borhood is constantly flooding 
and the residents are seeking 
some quick action on their 
complaints. 

McAnally said if the council 
agreed, she would favor a five- 
year plan to upgrade the 
streets on a priority basis with 
LeRoy, Hanna, Beverly and 
Harrison streets among the 
first to be considered. 

The mayor complained that 
since the voters turned down a 
road millage offer several 
years ago, the Department of 
Public Works and others hired 
by the city have been involved 
in a vicious circle of cold 
patching existing roads. 

Some residents complained 
that the city’s street sweepers 
remove part of that cold patch- 
ing each month and then they 
are back with rutted streets 
again. 

One unidentified neighbor 
turned over numerous color 
photos of the pothole prob- 
lems to the Department of 
Public Works on Monday and 
even brought in a huge chunk 
of curbing that had broken 
loose in front of his home. 

McLachlan and others said 
gravel and other heavy mate- 
rials also get thrown up on 
their lawns during the street 
cleaning process, that causes 
other problems. 

DPW officials agreed to visit 
the area to examine the com- 
plaints of flooding and gravel 
tossing and to give a report 
back to the council in the com- 
ing weeks. 

McAnally said the cost of 
the road project may have to 
spread out over more than five 
years, but admits the voters 
need to be informed of the re- 
pair schedule and the list of 
roads to be upgraded, prior to 
any millage vote being taken.

Court administrator replaced 
by veteran team of three

Law Day 1995 at the 34th 
District Court in Romulus fea- 
tured an announcement that a 
trio of women will fill the void 
of court administrator created 
by the unexpected departure 
of Michael Ramsey more than 
a month ago. 

A press release from Chief 
Judge William J. Szlinis, re- 
vealed that the administrator 
responsibilities will be filled 
by: 

• Director of Probation Ser- 
vices Carol Bowman 

• Manager of the Criminal 
Division Clema Pond 

• Manager of the Civil Divi- 
sion Oneita Davis 

According to Szlinis the 
“new management structure 
that embraces a team ap- 
proach to court administra- 
tion” has been created. He 
said the contemporary man- 
agement practices style has 
worked well in the private sec- 
tor, and he expects that it will 
take the court handily into the 
next century. 

Szlinis said that Pond, a 20- 
year court employee, also was 
sworn in as clerk to the court. 

He said that all three dis-

trict judges, including veteran 
Judge Henry Zaborowski and 
new Judge Tina Brooks Green, 
are most confident that the 
abilities of the trio, who collec- 
tively have 50 years of court ex- 
perience, including almost 
half in management roles, will 
professionally fill the needs of 
the communities the 34th Dis- 
trict Court serves. 

Pond, who formerly served 
as court recorder for 
Zaborowski, has been suc- 
ceeded by Lisa Pond. 

Szlinis also reported that 


the court is in the process of 
upgrading its information sys- 
tem and is reviewing its cur- 
rent telephone system. 

Former 34th District Court 
Administrator Nancy Schue- 
tte’s trial on three embezzle- 
ment charges involving up to 
$260,000 in missing court funds 
began this week in Circuit 
Court in Detroit. 

Her successor, Ramsey, 
served about 15 months, and 
installed more than 100 
changes in court bookkeeping 
and other procedures recom- 
mended by the Michigan Su- 
preme Court. 

In his terse resignation let- 
ter, Ramsey cited family con- 
cerns as one of the prime 
reasons for his resignation. 
Ramsey, a divorced father of 
two daughters, has reportedly 
moved back to the Lansing 
area. 

At 2 p.m. today, all three 
judges and leaders from the 
five municipalities the 34th 
District Court serves, will meet 
to discuss the possibility of di- 
viding the court into two dis- 
tinct court houses. The 
municipalities include Ro- 
mulus, Belleville, Sumpter 
Township, Huron Township 
and Van Buren Township. 


Kindergarten criticism grows

Debbie Dick, an activist in 
the Romulus School District, is 
the latest to speak out ex- 
tremely bluntly on the new al- 
ternate all-day kindergarten 
time schedule. 

Dick, a parent-coordinator 
at Romulus High School, in a 
letter to School Board Presi- 
dent Sandra Langley called 
Superintendent Dr. William 


Bedell’s comments on the is- 
sue a bit arrogant. 

The mother of a set of twins 
in this school year’s kinder- 
garten, Dick said the other 
gripe she had was that at the 
April 24 meeting, she raised 
her hand to speak three times 
and was never recognized. 

She also complained that 
she thought it was arrogant of 
School Trustee Pat Patterson 
to call for a board vote after 
only 20-25 minutes of discus- 


sion. That is less than 20 sec- 
onds per student, she said. 

Dick is the latest parent to 
join several kindergarten 
teachers to oppose the class 
schedule change. 

But despite all the clamor, 
the board voted 5-2 to support 
the change urged by the Bedell 
administration. Joel Carr, as- 
sistant superintendent for fi- 
nance and operations, said the

Romulus Festival 
canceled for 1 995

The Romulus Festival, long 
the center of the local Michi- 
gan Week activities, has been 
canceled for 1995. 

The surprise announcement 
came Friday from Romulus 
Parks and Recreation Depart 
ment Director Brian Hitsky. 

Hitsky said he was informed 
by the Romulus Festival Com- 
mittee Chairman Laurie 
Klukowski last Friday that the 
festival had to be canceled be- 
cause of a lack of amusement 
rides. 

This would have been the 
13th annual city festival and 
parade, but Community Devel- 
opment Director Jane Down- 
ing said that the parade also 
has been canceled. 

Local officials are scram- 
bling to get letters out to local 
parade and festival partici- 
pants and volunteers to inform 
them of the cancellations, sev- 
eral committee members said. 

The parade had been 
planned for 6 p.m. May 19 and 
the three-day festival then 
would have begun. 

The only local activity that 
will go on schedule is the 
ground breaking for the 18th 
Century homes in the histori- 
cal area of the city. 

What caused the rupture of 
the planned amusement ride 
activities has not been re- 
vealed. One committee mem- 
ber said the committee had a 
three year contract with Wade 
Shows and the contract was in 
its third year. 

Apparently Klukowski was 
informed recently that Wade 
Shows would not be able to ful- 
fill its pact, but that could not 
be verified. 

Another source noted that 
the committee had neglected 
to obtain the state license nec- 
essary to stage the bingo 
games, which were one of the 
popular draws for the festival. 

Klukowski did not return a 
message placed on the festival 
hotline last week, although 
one official said she did admit 
receiving it. 

Up until last week the hot 
line was still stating that the 
festival was to open May 19.

A check with the hotline on 
Tuesday revealed a message 
that announced the cancella- 
tion of the festival and con- 
tained an apology for the 
inconvenience caused to indi- 
viduals and groups. 

Persons wishing to contact 
the Festival Committee can 
still call the hot line, 955-1440, 
and pass messages to 
Klukowski or other committee 
members. 

In the meantime, Mayor 
Beverly McAnally said efforts 
will be made to supplement 
activities planned within the 
city in the coming weeks, in- 
cluding the Eighth Annual 
Mayor’s Drug Task Force’s Golf 
Outing at Shady Hollow Golf 
Course on June 23, the Greater 
Romulus Chamber of Com- 
merce’s circus program on 
June 26 and the annual July 
4th fireworks festivity. 

Hitsky is being given the 
Herculean task of forming an 
instant committee of service 
club and church leader mem- 
bers in an effort to create a nu- 
mber of family style events for 
July 4. 

But adding to the festive 
holiday woes is the fact that 
July 4 falls on a Tuesday, so 
that any familiy activites to be 
added will be limited to that 
day. 

However Hitsky does not 
want to prejudge any such ac- 
tivities or limitations until his 
committee can meet and dis- 
cuss the options.

Airport tour reveals changes ahead

A number of positive 
changes are in the works for 
!. travelers flying to and from 
Detroit Metro Airport, officials 
Recently organized a tour of 
;the Air Traffic Controllers 
Tower in an effort to be more 
informative about expansion 
programs, construction, and 
daily operations. 

; Detroit Metro Airport was 
; recently awarded the Regional 
; Facility Award for the overall 
^efficiency and safety of the air- 
iport. Approximately 460,000 
|operations are performed a 
;year in the control tower. The 
; newly expanded facility, open 
'two years, is approximately 
1250 feet high and 387 steps 
|from ground level. It received 
|a rating of 10th in the nation 
•for the busiest in operations. 

Employees that operate the 
radar systems of the airport 


oversee the traffic of airplanes 
flying in and out of the Detroit 
Metropolitan Airport. The sys- 
tems are so advanced opera- 
tors have the capabilities to 
zero in on any aircraft under 
the radar system throughout 
the country. Information about 
where the plane originally de- 
parted from, flight patterns, 
aircraft speed and destination 
can be obtained from the state 
of the art computer system. 

Current and forecasted 
weather systems can be 
tracked for planes travelling 
across the country in an effort 
to avoid hazardous conditions. 
A weather system can be 
traced from its origin through 
the following day based on 
past, present and future 
weather information. 

Currently underway are the 
expansion plans for the exist- 
ing Concourse G, a long, nar- 
row connecting corridor 
leading to a long ground-level 


commuter concourse with a 
northerly appendage. Mesaba 
Airlines, the commuter air- 
craft (Northwest Air Link) 
park aircraft at gates along the 
concourse and appendage. 
The problem with the present 
design of Concourse G is dis- 
tances commuters walk from 
the Davey terminal to a com- 
muter gate - 535 steps. 

The new Concourse G plans 
have allocated for a wider cor- 
ridor and the reduction of 385 
steps from the terminal. Ac- 
cording to Michael Conway, 
manager of community rela- 
tions/Detroit Metro Wayne 
County Airport, travelers will 
now be bused from the com- 
muter aircrafts parked on the 
ramps with less walking for 
passengers. “We use the exist- 
ing space more efficiently with 
less effort exerted by the indi- 
viduals travelling,” said 
Conway. 

The project, made possible 


by the contributions of Wayne 
County, the State of Michigan, 
Northwest and Mesaba Air- 
lines, has totalled $14 million 
for the demolition of the exist- 
ing concourse and the recon- 
struction plans. 

Conway reported the con- 
course changes will also ex- 
pand the ticket lobby and 
baggage re-check area of the 
International Terminal. An- 
other downside for interna- 
tional travelers has been the 
curbside congestion, addi 
tional shuttle ride to the Davey 
Terminal for connecting trav- 
elers, and the re-entrance into 
security following the initial 
search in the International 
terminal. 

When completed pas- 
sengers will be separated from 
other arriving international 
passengers when they re- 
check their bags and will be 
directed to designated shuttles 
that will transport them.

State militia linked to bombing; insider issued warning

After attention focused on 
the link between members of 
the Michigan Militia and the 
man accused of the bombing of 
the federal building in Okla- 
homa City, many of the mode- 
rate members of the 
organization have bailed out. 

According to a militia 
leader, the incitement may 
have taken place at a January 
militia meeting in Jackson that 
was attended by the suspected 
bomber, Timothy McVeigh.. 

While the federal building 
was not specifically targeted at 
the meeting, some members 
talked about retaliating 
against the Bureau of Alcohol, 
Tobacco and Firearms for the 
tank attack on the Branch Di- 
vidian compound in Waco. 

“McVeigh was there, listen- 
ing very intensely,” according 
to the source. “He was very in- 
terested and enthusiastic. But 
he didn’t play a leadership 
role. He was not outspoken.” 

Since McVeigh, listed on mi- 
litia computer records as “Mad 
Bomber,” had mingled with 
militia members and re- 
putedly belonged to a radical 
spin- off group, “The Patriots,” 
the national media flocked to 
Michigan to investigate the 
state militia, which claims to 
have 12.000 members. But, in 
reality, has closer to 3,000 
members that put on camou- 
flage outfits and practice mili- 
tary tactics and maneuvers at 
state parks. 

During the criminal investi- 
gation. which has so far pro- 
duced more speculation than 
proof, another tragic story has 
emerged. The story of how 
leaders of the 500-member 
Wayne Militia, the state’s larg- 
est group, tried to warn local 
police, the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation, and other law 
enforcement agencies of the 
growing dangers of terrorists 
on the fringe of the militia. 

Though Attorney General 
Janet Reno and FBI Director 
Louis Freeh have stated that 
they had “no early warning” of 
Jhe bombing. Sam Donaldson. 


of ABC News, confirmed that 
Vice President A1 Gore and 
other officials had been 
warned, by Joe Ditzhazy, about 
potential terrorism. Ditzhazy, a 
rotund former US army coun- 
terintelligence officer who suf- 
fers from diabetes, joined the 
Wayne Militia and became 
their counterintelligence offi- 
cer when paramilitary radi- 
cals began to get out of hand. 

For his foresight, Ditzhazy 
has been hired by CBS News 
as a consultant on militia ac- 
tivities. 

Before leaving for New 
York, Ditzhazy spoke with Eye- 
witness , spilling the beans on 
the “massive failure on the 
part of the secret service, FBI, 
ATF, Michigan State Police” to 
heed his warnings and head 
off Michigan’s terrorists. 

Could the bombing have 
been prevented? Read on for 
the answer. 

NEW WORLD DISORDER 

The militia first came to the 
attention of Michigan Commu- 
nity News in the person of easy 
going Ken Vojtech, a former 
Army airborne ranger who, in 
August 1994, founded the 
Wayne Militia in accordance 
with his interpretation of the 
US Constitution’s second 
amendment. 

The amendment states: “A 
well regulated Militia, being 
necessary to the security of a 
free State, the right of the peo- 
ple to keep and bear Arms, 
shall not be infringed.” 

Members of the brigade, the 
state's largest most of whom 
are from Western Wayne 
County, obey the amendment 
like one of the 10 command- 
ments, keeping and bearing 
high-caliber arms. They are 
also committed to defending 
the right, which most feel is on 
its way to extinction, threat- 
ened by actions of the ATF and 
FBI at Waco. Threatened by 
the designs of the New World 
Order, an international gov- 
ernment that militia types fear 
will gobble up the United 
States and spit out its constitu- 
tion. 

“The killing of almost 80 
people at Waco was a plain 


atrocity that shouldn’t have 
happened,” said Westland’s 
Mark Maslak, when asked why 
he was joining the militia last 
October. 

The fear of another Waco 
was mentioned by almost all 
militia members interviewed 
during the last six months by 
this reporter. 

The fear was reportedly ex- 
pressed at the January meet- 
ing in Jackson attended by 
McVeigh, where attendees 
were urged to “find [the ATF] 


and take them out.” 

However, the Wayne Militia, 
unlike the Jackson radicals, 
had vowed to remain defen- 
sive unless the government 
suspends the constitution. Mil- 
itary action would only be 
used as a last resort. 

“When dealing with a gov- 
ernment that’s questionable in 
its morality and its intentions 
toward its people, we have to 
have some sort of teeth to back 
up our words,” Votjech ex- 
plained. 

Ironically, Votjech, who re- 
cently resigned from the mili- 
tia, and his successor, Lee 
Miracle, are mailmen - fed- 
eral employees. The people 
with the most to lose economi- 


cally if the government were 

overthrown. The very people 
most likely to be injured or 
killed if federal buildings are 
attacked. 

No wonder both said, “We 
favor legislation.” 

In that spirit, the Wayne Mi- 
litia negotiated with Plymouth 
officials to modify the local 
gun ordinance, bargaining 
rather than threatening. 

The Wayne Militia also 
peacefully demonstrates 
against globalism, especially 


against the raising of the 
United Nations flag over pub- 
lic buildings. 

Despite the disciplined re- 
straint in these encounters, 
many Wayne militiamen and 
women have aspects of out- 
siders - camouflage uniforms, 
gas masks, machetes, Kevlar 
vests or body armor, semi- au- 
tomatic Colt Sporter AR-15 ri- 
fles, and a minimum of 300 
rounds of ammunition. 

Members also store food, 
water, fuel and other necessi- 
ties because, Votjech said: 
“President Clinton signed the 
Hoarding Act and you can now 
go to jail for keeping food 
longer than three weeks.” 

And they tend to be a little 


more obsessive about Waco 
and a touch more paranoid 
about the government than 
your average citizen. 

So how did such a peculiar 
but nonviolent organization 
become embroiled in the 
events leading up to the bomb- 
ing? 

THE INFECTION SPREADS 

According to Ditzhazy, the 
infection began with Mark Ko- 
ernke and Linda Thompson, 
whom Ditzhazy called “cult fig- 
ures who encourage violence — 

though it’s hard to discern 
how much of what they say is 
sincere and how much is show- 
manship to bring in money," 

he added. 

He first confronted them in 
February 1994, at a rally at Liv- 
onia’s Clarenceville High 
School, attended by 1,300 peo- 
ple, with about 500 women. 

“Thompson really inspires 
women,” said Ditzhazy. 

When Thompson spoke, she 
placed pictures of Bill and 
Hillary Clinton, Lloyd Be- 
nsten, the former treasury sec- 
retary, Janet Reno, attorney 
general, and other leaders on 
the stage. 

“At each picture, people in 
the audience shouted, ‘Kill 
them. Hang them. Shoot them. 
We need to go to Washington to 
kill them,'” Ditzhazy said. 

“Then Thompson says, ‘Let’s 
take guns and go down to 
Washington and arrest the con- 
gressmen and senators. 

“‘Let’s go down to Texas and 
form a small city and invite all 
of the nation’s firearms 
dealers to join us. Because 
Texas allows city’s to succeed, 
we will succeed and run guns 
to the United States when the 
United Nations takes it over.’” 

Ditzhazy was shocked. He 
said: “They’re all serious pro- 
posals on her part The prob- 
lem with the first is that it’s 
inciting sedition. The second 
is inciting insurrection. The 
third is inciting succession.” 

She finished her speech by 
warning that UN troops would 
take American citizens to de- 
tention camps and by urging 
the crowd to prepare for 
armed resistance, Ditzhazy 


said. 

In response, many in the 
crowd demanded army action, 
and Thompson approved, Di- 
tzhazy continued. 

Thompson was followed by 
Koernke, a University of Mich- 
igan janitor who claimed to be 
a former captain in military in- 
telligence, who, according to 
Ditzhazy, urged the crowd to 
resist government agents who 
would soon be coming to con- 
fiscate citizens’ guns. 

America in Peril, a Koernke 
produced video, accuses the 
government of building deten- 
tion camps to jail citizens be- 
fore turning them over to the 
New World Order. 

Ditzhazy feared that the 
brew concocted by mixing the 
crowd’s paranoia with the calls 
for violence might nurture de- 
structive impulses or pa- 
thologies, so he made notes of 
the presentation and sent 
them to the ATF, FBI, and mili- 
tary intelligence in February. 

No action resulted. So he 
followed up with a second let- 
ter in March, stressing the 
“clear and present danger” 
posed by the loony fringe. 

Since Ditzhazy was a former 
army counterintelligence offi- 
cer with several undergradu- 
ate and graduate degrees in 
criminal justice, he thought 
that, at the very least, the se- 
cret service would act on the 
threats made against the Presi- 
dent. Instead, the two secret 
service agents who called on 
him mocked Ditzhazy’s re- 
ports, calling them “disin- 
genuous.” 

Before leaving, the agents 
told Ditzhazy that the secret 
service would have nothing to 
do with him. 

The rejection prompted him 
to fax the first of two letters to 
Vice President A1 Gore, who 
he supported for president in 
1988, suggesting that 
Thompson and Koernke’s fol- 
lowers be monitored as poten 
tial hate groups.

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Driver scares 
horses, arrested 

A 31-year-old Romulus 
truck driver, listed as a habit- 
ual offender, was arrested last 
Friday afternoon for assaul- 
ting five women on horseback 
with his vehicle. 

James P. Grizzle was appre 
hended by Romulus Police of- 
ficer Mike St. Andre after he 
reportedly drove his 1982 
pickup truck in the direction 
of the horse riders several 
times on Merriman Road, 
south of Eureka. 

The complainants said Griz- 
zle raced his motor several 
times and drove in a threaten- 
ing manner that spewed gravel 
at the women and horses, se- 
verely frightening the animals. 

No serious physical injuries 
were reported, police said, but 
Grizzle was charged with five 
counts of felonious assault and 
five counts of animal cruelty, 
as well as being listed as a ha- 
bitual offender for the second 
time. That designation re- 
quires the sentence be one 
and a half times the original 
charges, a police spokesman 
said. 

The truck was impounded 
and bail of $100,000 cash was 
set for Grizzle, who faces a re- 
turn court hearing on May 10 
at the 34th District Court.

A mobile home was evicted 
from the Metro Mobile Home 
Park last Friday, following a 
series of arguments between 
rival gang members that led to 
gunfire the day before. There 
were reportedly no injuries. 

Youth officer Rosemary 
Cooper revealed at least two 
shots were fired at the mobile 
home, one lodging in the bed- 
room bedpost 

The car reportedly was op- 
erated by a 16-year-old Dear- 
born Heights girl, police said, 
and had up to three males 
inside. 

Two visitors inside the 
home were taken into custody 
for other offenses, Cooper said. 
One was a 13-year-old Ro- 
mulus runaway and the other 
was Stephen Dwayne Wright of 
Westland, who was wanted on 
a warrant for a traffic offense. 

The trailer, reportedly the 
site of other complaints, was 
ordered evicted by the 34th 
District Court on Friday. The 
owner was not in the home at 
the time. 

The persons inside the 
home reportedly were mem- 
bers of the “Cash Flow” gang 
and those in the car reportedly 
belonged to the “Cobra” gang.

The City Council is seeking 
a draft of an ordinance that 
would mandate all Romulus 
businesses to have graffiti re- 
moved from their buildings af- 
ter given an official notice by 
the city. 

Mayor Beverly McAnally 
wrote to Assistant City Attor- 
ney Stuart Trager on April 11 
asking for the draft of the ordi- 
nance.

move could save the school 
district about $90,000, 

One mother, Denise Kovacs, 
who spoke out at the board 
meeting called the offices of 
the Michigan Community Neivs- 
papers later in the week to 
complain that she felt violated 
by the board’s actions. 

“They took away my right to 
choose on the issue,” Kovacs 
said, “and if I didn’t have some 
contacts within the school dis- 
trict I wouldn’t have been at 
the meeting to express my 
feelings.” 

Kovacs added, “I’ve already 
called Lansing on the issue 
and feel we as parents have a 
right to know these issues are 
being raised and should be al- 
lowed to speak out before any 
board action is taken.” 

A second parent, Renee 
Gravenstreter, also blasted the 
school trustees for not making 
a greater effort to notify par- 
ents about the potential 
change in young children’s 
class schedules. 

“My fear is that my daugh- 
ter, Hannah, who will enter 
kindergarten this fall will be 
burnt out before the end of the 


long school day,” Gravenstre- 
ter said. 

The mother also com- 
plained that she felt the board 
employed a patronizing atti- 
tude, as the time switch was 
already a “done deal.” 

Two Romulus kindergarten 
teachers also spoke out against 
the schedule change claiming 
children of that age have poor 
retention skills and the fact 
that many of the district’s chil- 
dren have little skill reinforce- 
ment at home. 

But the heavy majority of 
the board members supported 
the change recommended by 
the administration, citing first 
of all it was only a temporary 
one year trial effort and then 
that other districts have al- 
ready successfully employed 
the all-day schedule. 

Several of those opposed to 
the time switch, said many par- 
ents of 1995-96 kindergarten 
school children have yet to be 
informed of the change. 

“We expect a much louder 
outcry from them as registra- 
tion time approaches.” they 
said. 


The long awaited embezzle- 
ment trial of former 34th Dis- 
trict Court Administrator 
Nancy Schuette has opened 
before Recorders Court Judge 
Craig Strong in Detroit. 

Schuette is facing three em- 
bezzlement charges involved 
in the shortage of some 
$270,000 in 34th District Court 
funds. 

Assistant Attorney General 
Mark E. Blumer has admitted 
that he has no proof that 
Schuette was involved in the 
total shortage, but felt that the 
state had enough circumstan- 
tial evidence that she was in- 
volved in part of the loss of 
court funds. 

Schuette had taken a six 
month leave of absence early 
in 1993, as an audit and crimi- 
nal investigation was being 
conducted by the Michigan Su- 
preme Court and the State 
Police. 

In September 1993, Schue-

tte officially submitted her res- 
ignation and was given a two 
month pay settlement of $8,733. 
In the resignation agreement, 
Schuette agreed never again to 
seek employment with the 34th 
District Court. 

At her pre-trial hearing in 
the 29th District Court in 
Wayne, last June, the state 
tried to link periodical losses 


of court funds and subsequent 
deposits in Schuette’s per- 
sonal bank account as proof 
that the administrator was in- 
volved in an on-going embez- 
zling effort. 

Wayne Judge Carolyn Arch- 
bold ruled that there was 
enough potential evidence in 
the hearing to bind it over to 
the Recorders Court. 

Schuette’s assistant Tamara 
(Tammy) Riopelle, also was 
placed on administrative leave 
during the audit and criminal 
investigation. She was never 
charged with any involvement 
in the fund shortage, but did 
receive a letter from Chief 
Judge William J. Szlinis in Oc- 
tober 1993 that her administra- 
tive leave would end on Oct. 15 
and then her employment with 
the court would be severed. 

Szlinis informed Riopelle 
“your position as assistant to 
the court administrator is no 
longer necessary.” 

Riopelle later filed a suit in 
an effort to regain her 
position.

Alcohol traffic injuries up 


Tree falls, starts 
2 house fires

The risk drivers -- espe- 
cially young teenagers - take 
when they mix alcohol and 
driving often ends with tragic 
results. 

While there has been a 62 
percent decrease in the nu- 
mber of teenagers killed in 
drunk driving accidents over 
the last decade, the number of 
alcohol related injuries is 
alarming, according to spon- 
sors of a awareness campaign. 

In a cooperative effort bet- 
ween Anheuser-Busch/Central 
Distributors of Romulus and 
registered nurse Barbara 
Babb, a program titled Make 
The Right Call is hitting high 
school students all over the 
country with the realities of 
underage drinking. 

“I get the students to think 
based on real life experiences 
I’ve been involved in as a flight 
nurse,” said Babb. “I try and 
relate to young people and the 
issues of alcohol in a way that 
makes sense to them.” 

The St. Louis native’s nurs- 
ing career began in 1971. For 
13 years she enhanced her crit- 
ical-care skills to eventually 
become a flight nurse provid- 
ing emergency helicopter care. 
Time and time again the scene 
of the accidents involved 
drinking, driving and teen- 
agers ending many lives 
tragically. 

“Over 50 percent of the 
trauma care patients we 
treated at an accident scene 
involved alcohol and driving,” 
said Babb. 

In 1985, Babb was called to 
the scene of a tragic auto- 
mobile accident involving two 
teen-aged girls. 

“It was a pre-Christmas ac- 
cident where one of the girls 
was almost decapitated and 
the other suffered serious 
head injuries. I went home and 
sat in front of my Christmas 
tree and said I can’t do this 
anymore.” 

As a result Babb began as- 
sembling graphic and factual 
photos and stories about her 
experiences to emphasize the 
domino effect drinking and 
driving can have on young peo- 
ples lfyes. 

According to Babb, those 


that survive an accident face a 
long rehabilitation process in- 
volving physical changes, tam- 
ily disruptions and 
psychological problems that 
could last a lifetime. 

“Some marriages don’t sur- 
vive a tragedy like this,” said 
Babb. “It’s a chain reaction 
that follows these accidents.” 

Since 1985, Babb has been 
traveling across the country to 
more than 1,000 high schools 
and colleges, reaching over 
one-half million students with 
her message. The presentation 
involves detailed narratives of 
individual accidents from the 
flight nurses arrival at the 
scene to the ultimate outcome 
of the victims. 

“I find students are very at- 
tentive when you make real 
life situations pertinent to 
their lives and experiences,” 
said Babb. “Sometimes they 
come up to me and say how 
did you know that we did that 
or that happened to me’?” 

In 1988 Babb received the 
Distinguished Public Service 
Award from the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Transportation for her 


efforts. She has also partici- 
pated in a White House brief- 
ing on drunk driving, served 
on the Missouri Seat Belt Co- 
alition, and was appointed a 
member of the State of Mis- 
souri’s Task Force on Driving 
while Intoxicated. 

Students from John Glenn 
High School in Westland and 
Romulus High School in Ro- 
mulus heard Babb’s speech as 
part of an effort involving An- 
heuser-Busch and SADD (Stu- 
dents Against Drunk Driving). 
With the arrival of prom sea- 
son, programs all over the area 
will involve the issue of drink- 
ing and driving for students 
and their parents. 

“Once I decided it was time 
to get on the preventive end 
instead of the treatment end I 
began hoping students would 
see what I’ve done for a living 
and the possible tragic conse- 
quences of driving drunk," 
said Babb. “Hopefully my pre- 
sentation will prompt them to 
make responsible and safe de- 
cisions involving alcohol and 
automobiles.”

Haitian port reopens to tourists, cooks up specialities for visitors

After following the reports 
of coups and uprisings in Haiti 
during the past several years, 
the thoughts of visiting the is- 
land were not - at first - 
appealing. 

But, the beauty of the 260 
acres of beaches, flowers, 
grass and woodland at La- 
badee, soon removes the 
doubts and apprehensions. 

Labadee is one of several 
ports of call for passengers of 
Royal Caribbean Cruise Lines, 
and was recently reopened to 
tourists. It is located on the se- 
cluded northwestern coast of 
Haiti on Pointe Ste. Honore, 
near Cap Haitien. 

Visitors can stroll along the 
oeaches where Christopher 
C-olumbus once walked and 
swim where his ships were 
once anchored. Also, there are 
remains of Nellie’s Place, a 
trading post and bawdy house 
which once catered to bucca- 
neers, and a bell tower which 
announced the arrival of ships.

abound.

Rights should

To the editor: 

Should the American peo- 
ple be willing to give up any 
“rights” in the wake of the 
Oklahoma City bombing?

They should be 
studied by the government— 
because they may be a social 
“leading indicator” of fur- 
ther problems to come. 

Let’s bring the angry white 
males “out of the Attic” and 
the corn fields. Symposiums 
should be organized and 
public discussions held on 
this topic. The Oklahoma 
City bombing was really an 
economic, social and cultur- 
al wake up call to America. 
Unfortunately, only a few 
will recognize it and most 
will vehemently deny it. 

But remember — merely 
surpressing or stigmatizing 
angry persons or groups of 
persons will not solve the 
problem. The root causes of 
the anger must be addressed. 
The scrap heap of history is 
filled with societies that 
sought to surpress problems 
rather than solve them.

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Injuries are top health risk

The top health risk for 
American children, 14 and 
younger, isn’t violence, drugs 
or dise&se. It’s injuries. 

Each year, approximately 
7,200 children ages 14 and 
younger are killed from unin- 
tentional jnjuries and 50,000 
are permanently disabled - a 
figure that prompted National 
Safe Kids Week on May 6 to 13. 

More than 80 national orga- 
nizations and 160 coalitions, 
including AAA Michigan, are 
taking part in the injury pre- 
vention campaign. 

“Unintentional injuries 
cause needless tragedies,” 
says Jerry Basch, AAA Com- 
munity Safety Services man- 
ager. “But we can help protect 
children with proper safety 
measures.” 

To help avoid injuries, the 
Auto Club recommends the 
following simple steps: 

• Motor vehicle crashes are 
the leading cause of injury-re- 
lated deaths for children ages 
14 and under. 

When children outgrow the 
safety seats, at about 40 
pounds, use a booster seat 
with safety belts until the chil- 
dren weigh over 60 pounds or 
can fit properly in the belt 
alone, Basch says. Follow the 
manufacturer’s instructions 
carefully. 

If all vehicle occupants ages 
four and under were re- 
strained, 200 lives could be 
saved and 20,000 injuries pre- 
vented annually, traffic safety

experts say. 

• With the exception of the 
automobile, bicycles are asso- 
ciated with more childhood in- 
juries than any other 
consumer product. 

Cyclists ages 14 and under 
are at five times higher risk for 
injury than older cyclists. 
Head injury is the leading 
cause of death in bicycle 
crashes. 

“About 80 percent of bicycle 
deaths involve head injuries,” 
Basch said. “Yet only 15 per- 
cent of children regularly 
wear helmets.” 

Universal use of bike hel- 
mets by children ages four to 
15 would prevent 135-155 
deaths annually nationwide, 
he says. 

Each year, approximately 
1,000 children ages 14 and un- 
der die in residential fires 
across the U.S. More than 60 
percent of these children are 
ages four and under. 

• To guard against fires, in- 
stall smoke detectors in sleep- 
ing areas and on every level of 
the home. Replace batteries 


yearly. Plan and practice two 
fire escape routes. 

The chances of dying in a 
residential fire are cut in half 
when a working smoke detec- 
tor is present, Basch says. 
Ninety percent of child fire 
deaths occur in homes without 
working smoke detectors.

Martial art skills 
can save your life

H ave you ever been 
placed in fear when 
traveling at night in an unfa 
miliar area? Have you ever 
worried when a loved one was 
out alone? The media helps to 
feed those fears with daily 
news stories of rapes, murders 
and carjackings. Americans, 
who refuse to surrender to (o 
day’s plights, are striking back 
to eliminate (lint fear that sti- 
fles out energy and warps our 
lifestyles. One of the ways they 
are choosing to re energize 
their professional and social 
lifestyles is by involving them 
selves and their families in 
martial arts programs of var 
ious styles. First they had to 
eliminate many of the myths 
spawned by TV and Hollywood 
movies that claim martial arts 
specialists can kick or punch 
their way out of any problem 
without injuring their oppo- 
nents. At the same time they 
learn that skilled martial arts 
students can learn to use only 
the force that is necessary to 
halt an attack. The other myth 
martial artists quickly dispel 
is that such programs turn 
youth into dangerous persons. 
Studies have shown that gang 
members in Chicago, New 
York and other metropolitan 
cities, who have taken martial 
arts training gain new self es 
teem and often leave their 
gangs and become productive 
citizens. 

W hy do some persons get 
seriously hurt in street 
fights today? Many times it is 
because one or both parties 
are under the influence of a! 
cohol or other stimulants. A 
trained martial arts student 
would walk away from such an 
incident. The difference bet- 
ween a martial arts specialist 
and a street animal, is the M.A. 
student has compassion for 
others. When such a criminal 
comes to rob you of your vain 
ables - or even your life you 
can punch him and lie will 
keep coming. You can kick him 
and lie can still keep coming. 
You can even knock him down 
and he can get up and still 
keep coming back at you. Un- 
like the TV spectaculars, mar- 
tial artists will not dance 
around their opponent like 
boxers in a ring They ba- 
sically will stand still, pick the 
right moment and then make 
the correct move to save their 
lives. Martial artists are 
trained to disarm their oppo 
nents, even if the weapon is as 
simple but as dangerous as a 
coat hanger wrapped in duct 
tape. The M.A. student learns 
to protect his eyes and throat 
almost at all cost, particularly 
when facing multiple at- 
tackers. M.A. classes will give 
students t lie skills and condi 
tioning of mind and body to re- 
lax and stay focused on their 
self defense techniques that 
ultimately will save their lives. 

M any of today’s street 
animals have no con- 
sciences. They also usually 


have no jobs or scruples and 
are filled with hate, anger and 
hostility. Those M.A. students 
are trained to walk with such 
self esteem that just their posi 
tive gait frightens off would be 
attackers without an incident. 
But if confronted the students 
are skilled enough to protect 
themselves with self defense 
techniques. Some attackers 
seek to terrorize women vic- 
tims by littering large growling 
sounds. Thus it is important 
that women members of the 
family also be skilled and dis- 
ciplined in the field of martial 
arts. Many M.A. programs also 
urge you to develop a tactical 
plan in case someone enters 
your home uninvited and that 
students also become aware of 
any potential ambush zones 
near their home or work 
places. 

A n angry hostile person 
will not make a good 
martial artist. A simple experi 
nient can prove this notion. Ex- 
tend your arm out in front of 
you Now bend it at the elbow 
and point it up. Now totally re 
lax, move your arm back and 
forth relaxed. Now tense up 
your muscles and keep moving 
it. It’s like putting on the 
brakes isn’t it? Hostile people 
cannot relax when under pres- 
sure. They just cannot move up 
through the rankings. Let us 
dispel another false idea. At 
tackers are all street people. 
An attack can come at any mo- 
ment from middle class, upper 
class, as well as lower class. 
Any person who has little or no 
conscience can be dangerous. 
They hold jobs, shop in the 
market place, have a sense of 
humor, they may even be 
charming. Am I over exag 
ge rating the problem? If an at 
tack comes once in a lifetime, 
it is all worthwhile isn’t it? 

M .A. classes vary in style 
so a beginner is urged 
to sample various classes and 
determine which is best for his 
or her physical or emotional 
lifestyle. When planning fnm 
ily M.A. needs, fathers are 
urged not to forget the needs of 
their spouses and children, 
and even in some cases their 
parents. Self defense skills are 
needed by all today, because 
no city or town (or even rural 
area) is 100 percent safe. There 
is not room enough here to 
pass on all the knowledge 
needed on martial art needs in 
today’s society. 

If you have any questions 
about martial arts, “ask the 
masters”. That’s what they do 
best.
